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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach that, a field emitter array including a plurality of 
emitters arranged at a predetermined interval on each of the lower electrodes; an upper 
substrate which faces the lower substrate', upper electrodes arranged as stripes on the 
upper substrate to cross the lower electrodes in a plan view; and a phosphor array 
including a plurality of phosphor pairs arranged on the upper electrodes, each phosphor 
pair of different colors being aligned with a respective one of the emitters, wherein an 
upper electrode aligned with each emitter is comprised of first and second upper 
electrodes connected to a respective phosphor of the phosphor pairs of different colors 
in combination with all limitations recited in independent claim 1 .
